The democrats hop e to 
win back to their volume these old 
line counties that swung over in 
192S, and are doing intensive -w'ork 
in a larg e number of “doubtful” 
counties where p ersonal work wins 
as often for one side as the other. 
In the 1929 house there were 103 
rep ublicans and 4 7 democrats, while 
in the up p er house there were 19 
democratic senators and 15 rep ub­ 
licans.
